The perelstent public demand for lower 
fares on steam railroads that has pre¬ 
vailed for several years bae at last been 
acceded to by tbe management of the 
Erie Roilroad Company, and beginning 
November 1, 1906, tbe maximum rate 
per mile will be two and one-half cente. 
This 1* tbe most notable reduction In 
paeeeoger fares made voluntarily by any 
railroad In this country operating east 
of Ohleago. 

The advooate* for obeaper railroad 
fare* have urged that they are the earn# 
to-day ae during war time*, and that the 
lnareaaed population baa naturally In- 
created travel to eueb an extent that tbe 
present rate based on three cente per 
mile Is no longer justifiable, forgetful of 
tbe fact that tbe coat of handling euc-b 
traffic has materially luoreaaed witblu 
tbe paat decade. PaBeenger coacbe6 
and rolling etock cost double wbat th**y 
aid twenty years ago. Tbe wbgee ut 
train employees are higher, tracks have 
beeo made smoother, aud tbe eeivlce a6 
a whole baa been vastly Improved, and 
yet travel baa not Incieased proportion¬ 
ately with tbe lncreaaed expense of 
baodllog It. Wherever toe population 
along eteam line* baa become dene# 
enough to juetlfy It, electric Hoe# have 
•topped In and taken away tbe larger 
percentage of looal traffic. 

The ectloo of the Xil# Railroad In tbu* 
voluntarily rodeoing It* fare* will, of 
oooreo, be fallowed by other line#; bat, 
nererthelee^ the credit for fcble ooaeee- 
eloo to tho public will belong to the Erie 
ae being the pioneer lo the march of 
progreoe. 

Tbe aaeertloo bere may not be amiss 
tbat passenger fares In this country, 
aooommodatione considered, are already 
cheaper than in any other couotry lu tbe 
world.

These people upon their arrival 
to the United States may travel from 
New York to Chicago—and have Infin¬ 
itely bettor accommodation* than in 
their own country—at the rate of 1.37 
oeitta per mile, and ship 160 pound# of 
b*gc«t* tree, and yet the average popu¬ 
lation per aquro mile in tbe United 
State# le leee than twenty-five, or about 
one-twelfth of tbe average of Italy.
